ol man ſo wel deviſed , or ſo ſure e- 


time hath not been corrupted as ( a- 
mong other' things )it may plaioly 
appear by the Common prayers in the Church, 
commonly called Divine ſervice, The firſt origi- 
nall and ground whereof, if a man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall finde that the 
ſame was not ordained, but ofa good purpoſe, and 
for a great advancement of godlineſſe. For they 
ſo ordered the matter, that the whole Bible (or 
the greateſt part thereof )ſhould be read over once 
every yecr, intending thereby that the Clergie, and 
liy ſach as were Miniſters of the Congrega- 

tion» ſhould (by oſten reading and meditation of 
Gods word) be ſtirred up to godlineſſe themſelyes, 
and be more able to alert others by wholeſome 
te them that were adverſarie: 
ta the trueth. And further, that the people, by daily 
hearing of holy Scripture read in the Church, ſnould 
continually profit more and more in the know- 
edge of God, and be the more inflamed with the 
love of his true Religion, Bat theſe many yeers 
aſſed, this godly and decent order. of the ancient 

| rum, been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, 
by planting in uneertain ſtories, legends) reſponds, 
verſes, yainrepetitions , commemorations, and 
ſynodals; that commonly when any book of the 
ible was begun » before three or four Chapters 
were read out, all the reſt wereunread. And in this 
ſort the book of Eſay was begun in Advent, and 
the book of Geneſis in Septuageſima i but they 


' were onely begun, and neverread thorow. After 


like ſort were other books of holy Scripture uſed, 
And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch 
language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as 
they might underſtand, and have profit by heatin 
the ſame: the ſervice in this Church of England 
Ctheſe many yeers) hath been read in Latine to the 

eople » which they underſtand not: ſo that 

ve heard with their ears onely, and their heart, 
ſpirit and minde have not been edified thereby. 

And ſurthermore, notwithſtanding that tlie anci- 
ent Fathers have divided the Pſalmes into ſeven 
portions whereof every one was called a Nocturne: 
now of late time a few of them have been daily 
ſaid, and often repeated, and the reſt utterlyomitred 

Moreover, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
called the Pye, and the manifold changings of 
the Service, was the cauſe, that to turn the book 
onely , was ſo hard andintricate a matter, that 
many times there was more buſineſſe to finde out 
what ſhould be read, then to reade it when it was 
found out. Theſe inconveniences therefore conſi- 
dered,here is ſet forth ſuch an order,; whereby the 
ſame ſhall be redreſſed.And fora readineſſe in this 
matter, here is drawen out a Kalender for that pur. 
poſe, which is plain and eaſie to be underſtood,

men ſay Morning and Evening prayer privately 


wereinſſo much as maybe)the reading of the holy 
Scriptures1s ſo ſetforth,thar all things ſhalbc done 
in order, without breaking one piece thereof from 
another, For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes , Re- 
ſponds, Invitatories , and ſuch like things as did 
break the continuall courſe of the reading af the 
Scripture, Vet, becauſe there is no remedy, dit that 
of neceſsity there muſt. be ſome rules , there fore 
certain rules are here ſet forth, which'as they be 
few in number, ſo they be plain and eaſie to be 
underſtood. So that here you have an order for 
prayer as touching the reading of holy Scripture, 
much agreeable to the minde and purpoſe of the 
old Fathers, and a great deal niore profitable and 
commodious, then that which of late was uſed. It 
15 more profitable, becauſe here are left out many 
things, whereof ſome be untrue , ſome nncertaing 
ſomeyain and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is ordai n- 
ed to be read,bat the very pure word of God, the 
holy Scriptures, or that which is evidently ground- 
ed upon the ſame, and thatin ſuch a language and 
order, as is moft eaſie and plain for the underſtand · 


ing both of the readers and hearers. lt is alſo 


more commodious.both for the ſhortneſſe thereof: 
and for the plaineneſſe of the order, and for that 
the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore by this 
order the Curates ſhall need none other books for 
their publikefervice, but this book and the Rible 2 
by the means wherof the people (hall not be at ſo 
t charges for books, as in times paſt they 

ve been. And where heretofore there hath been 
great diverſity in ſaying and finging in Churches 
within this Realm, ſome following Salisbury uſe, 
ſome Hereford uſe, ſome the uſe of Bangor, ſome 
of Yorks and ſome of Lincolne $ now from hence- 
forth all the whole Realm thall have but one 
uſe. And if any will judge this way more pain- 
full, becauſe that all things muſt be read upon the 
book» whereas before by the reaſon of ſo often re- 
petition, they could ſay many things by heart: if 
thoſe men will weigh their labour with the profit 
and knowledge which daily they ſhall obtain by 


reading upon the book, they will not refuſe the 


ain , in conſideration of the great profit that 
ll enſue thereof. N 
And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be fo 
plainely ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe, 
and practice of the ſame: to appeaſe all ſuch diver. 
fity ( if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all 
doubts concerning the maner how to underſtand, 
do, and execute the things conteined in this book, 
the parties that ſo doubt, or diyerſly take any 
thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dio-

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F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the 
Church, and have hadrheir beginning 
by the inſtitut ion of man: ſome at 
e firſt were of godly intent and 

; rpoſe deviſed , and yet at length 
turned to vamity and ſuperſtition: ſome entred 
into the Church by undiſcreet deyotion, and ſuch 
a zeal as was without knowledge, and for becauſe 
they were winked;at in the beginning, they grew 
daily to more and more abuſes, which.not onely 
for their unprofitableneſſe, but alſo becauſe they 
have much blinded the people, and obſcured-the 
glory of God, areiworthy to be cut away and 
clean rejected. Other there be, which although 
they have been deviſed by man, yet it is thou ght 
good to reſerve them ſtill, as well for a decent 
order in the Church ( for the which they were 


firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edificati - 


on, whereygto all things done in the Church ( as 
the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be referred. And 
although the keeping or omirting of a Ceremony 
in it ſelfe conſidered , is but a ſmall thing: yet 
the wilfull and contemptuous tranſgreſſion and 
breaking of a common order and diſcipline, is no 
ſmall offence before God. 

Let all things be done among you, ſaith S. Paul, 
in a ſeemly and due order. The appointment of 
the which order pertaixerh not to private men? 


therfore no man ought to take in hand, nor pre- 


fame to appoint or alter any publike or common 
order in Chrifts Church, except he be lawtully 
calſedand authorized rhereunto. 

And whereas in this our time the mindes of men 
are ſo divers, that ſome think it a great matter 
of conſcience, to depart from a piece of the leaſt 
of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their 
old cuſtomes: and again on the other ſide , ſome 
be fo new fangled ; that they would innovate all 
things, and fo deſpiſe the olde , that nothing can 
like them but that is new: it was thought expe- 
dient, not ſo much to have reſpe& how to pleaſe 
and ſatisſie either of theſe parties, as howto pleaſe 
God, and profit them both. And yet left any man 
ſhonld be offended, whom good reafon might ſa- 
tisſie, here be certain cauſes rendred ) why ſome 

of the aecuſtom̃ed Ceremonies be pat away, and 
fome reteined and kepr ſtill. 

Some are put — becauſe the 144 exceſſe and 
multitude of them hath ſo irfcreaſed in theſe latter 
dayes, that the burthen of them was intolerable, 
whereof 8. Auguſtipe in his time complained, that 
they were growen to ſuch a munber, tfat the eſtate 
of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe, concerning 
that matter, then werezthe Jews. And he oounſel - 
led, that ſuch — 2 ate owe yo taken a- 
way as time w erve Quietly to do it. 

Bur what would S. Auguſtine have ſaid, if he had 


+ ſeen the Ceremonies of late dayesuſed among us, 


whereunto the multitude uſed in his rime was not 


to be compared? This eur exceflive multitude of 


Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them fo 


dark, that they did more, confound and dacken, 
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then declare & ſet forth Chrifts benefits unto us» 
And beſides this, Chrifts Goſpel is not à cere- 
moniall Law (as mach of Law was) bur it 
1s a religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the 
figure or ſhadow, but in the freedome of the Spi- 
rit, being content onely with thoſe Ceremonies 
which do ſerve to a decent order, and godly diſci- 
pline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull minde 
2 to _ 92 2 his duty to God, 
y ſome notable a iall ſigni fication, where- 
by he might be edified. s ws 
Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the bo. 
liſhment of certain ceremonies was, that they were 
fo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious blin 
of the rude and unlearned, & partly by the un 
ti able ayarice of ſuch as ſought more their own 
lucrezthen the glory of God, that the abuſes could 
not well be taken away, the thing remaining ſtill. 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which er- 
adventure will be offended, for that ſome of the 
old Ceremonies are retained ſtill: if they confi- 
der, that without ſome Ceremonies it is N 
ble to keep any order, or quiet diſcipline in the 
Church, they ſhall eafily perceive juft cauſe to re- 
form their judgements. And if they think much 
that any of the old do remain, and would ra the 
have all deviſed ane w: then ſuch men, gran 
ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely 
where the old may be well uſed, there 
not reaſonably reprove the old, only for their 
age, without bewraying of their own folly.For 
in ſuch a cafe, they ought rather to have reve- 
rence unto them for theic antiquity, if they will 
declare themſelves to be more ftudious of unity 
and concord, then of innovations and new — * 
nefſe,which (as much as may be, with the true ſet- 
ting forth of Chriſts Religion) is alwayes to be 
eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhalf have no; 
cauſ with the Ceremonies reſerved to be 
ded.For as thoſe be raken away which were moſt 
abuſedzand did burden mens conſciences without 
any cauſe: ſo the other that remain, are retained 
for a diſcipline and order,which(upon juſt cauſes) 
may be altered and changed and therefore are 
not to be eſteemed equall with Gods Law. And 
moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Cere- 
monies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every man m 
underſtand what they do mean; and ro what 
they do ſerve. So that it is not like, that they in 
time to come,ſhould be abuſed as other havebeen. 
And in theſe our doings we condemn no other 
Nations, nor preſcribe any thing, but to our 
own people only. For we think it convenient,that 
every Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies z as 
they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of Gods 
honour and glory, and to the reducing of the 
ple to a mott perfect and godly living, wi 
errour or ſuperſtition ; And that they ſhould

The laſt enemy that ſhall be deſtroyed» is death. 
For he bath put all things under his feet. But 
when he ſaith, All things are put under him, it is 
manifeſt that he is excep'ed that hath put all 
things under him. When all things are ſubdued 
unto him, then ſhall the Sonne alſo himſelf be 
ſubject ante him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. Elſe what do they 
which are baptized over the dead, if the dead 
riſe not at all ? Why are they then baptized over 
them? yea, and why ſtand we alway then in jeo- 
rdy ? By our rejoycing which I have in Cirift 
Fel our Lord, I die daily. That I have fought 
with beaſts at Epheſns after the manner of men, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead riſe not 
again? Let us eat and drink, for to niorrow we 
Mall die. Be not ye deceived, evill words corrupt 
d manners. Awake truely out of fleep, and 


do 
| — not. For ſome have not the knowledge of 


A the burial! of the dead. 


God, I ſpeak this to your ſhame. But ſome man 
will ſay, How ariſe the dead? With what body 
ſhall ttey come? Thon fool, that which thou 
ſoweſt, is not quickened except it die And what 
ſoweſt thon ? Thoa ſoweſt not that body that 
ſhall be, but bare corn, as of wheat or ſome o- 
ther: but God giveth it a body at his pleaſure, 
to every ſeed his own body. All fleſh is not one 
manner of fleſh : but there is one manner of fleſh 
of menzmother manner of ſleſh of beafts, another 
of fiſhes, another of birds. There arc alſo cele- 
ſtiall bodies, and there are bodies terreſtriall. 
But the glory of the celeſtiall is one, and the 
glory of the terreſtriall is another. There is one 
manner glory of the Sunne, and another glory of 
the Moon, and another glory of the Starres : for 
ane Star diſfereth from another in glory: So is 
the reſurrection of the dead. It 1s ſown in cor- 
ruption, it riſeth again in incorruption, It is 
ſown in diſhonour, it riſcth, again in hanonrs 
It is ſown in weakneſſes it riſeth again in power. 
It is ſown a naturall bor, it riſeth again a ſpi- 
rituall body. There is a natutall body, and there 
is a ſpirituall body. As it is alſo written, The 
firſt man Adam was mide a living ſoul, an the 
laſt Adam was made a quickening ſpirits How- 
beit, that is not firſt which is ſpirituall, but that 
which is naturall, and then that which is ſpititu- 
all. The firſt man is of the earthy earthy 3 The 


ſecond man is the Lord from heaven, hexvenly. 


As is the earthy, ſuch are they that be earthy. 
And as is the heavenly » ſuch are they that are 
heavenly. And as we have born the image of the 
earthy» ſo thall we bear the image of the hea- 
venly. This ſay I, brethren that fcth and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdome of God, neither 
doth corruption inherit incorruption. B:hold, I 
ſhew you a myſtery , we thall not all fleep » but 
we ſhall all be change, and that in a moment, 
in the twinckling of an eye, by the laſt trump. 
For the trumpe {hall blow , and the dead ſhall 
riſe incorruptible, and we thall he changed, For 
this corruptihle muſt put on incorruption and 
this mortall muſt put on immortality. When 
this corruptible hath put on incorruption » and 
this mortall hath pat on immortaJity , then ſhall 
be brought to paſſe the ſaying that is written, 
Death is ſwallowed up into victory, Death»where 
is thy ſting ? Hell, where is thy viory ? The 
ſting of death is ſinne „ and the ſtrength of ſinne 
is the Law.
